about 5 o'clock"'. Thursday 
evening, 


Mtfbfe was struck over the. head with 
a jmir of connectors, sustafnlng a pain- 
ful scalp wound.nnd received a bullet 
wound In tho right shoulder. 
Infor- 


mations against him charging carry- 
ing, concealed weapons and.aggravated 
assault and battery, have been sworn 
out :before Squire W. P." Clark by Ves- 
per Owen, one of tho linemen. 


Jjast evening the report gained wide 


circulation that Moore had been at- 
tacked almost in front of his own 
home by two of the strike breakers 
and waa seriously shot through' the 
neck. County 
Detective Alex Mc- 


Beth and Chief of Police John H. Do: 
temple -looked Moore up and found 
him painfully but not. seriously hurt. 
When Questioned .by the officers Moore 
would'.tell nothing. He stated that he 
might be able to idehty the men, but 
did not know their names. Further 
than this 'he would say nothing, and 
positively ,refused to institute prose- 
cutions, lie denied that ho was ag- 
gressor in the fight, but refused to 
prosecute, although ho would give no 
reason! for Ws action. 


Furtiier; \ investigation 
developed 


that the strike :'b*eakBrji:-ln.yqlyqd were1 
Vesper.' Oven and, -John-' Smith. -Owen 
l» the inan who -was 'attacked and bad-" 
ly beaten ini>-on Fall-view avenue' some 
weeks ago.. When McBeth Interro- 
gated the linemen they denied being 
aggresi'.ora In the conflict. According 
to theft' statement, both were worklac; 
on a.pole on Eighth" street, almost in 
front of Moore's home when he camo 
up. He called them "scabs," and then 
hurled some rocks. Owen was struck 
by some of the stones. Both men got 
down off-, tho pole 
to '- defend 
them- 


selves. Moore pulled a revolver, they 
claim, but a blow over the head from 
Owen's connectors knocked the weap- 
on from his hand. \ Moore continued 
to-flght, and, in self defense, Smith 
fired one.shot, which passed through 
the fleshy part of Moore's shoulder. 
Owen went to Scruire Clark's office 
the same evening and made informa- 
tion. 
It Is understood that 
Moore 


will waive a hearing and give bail for 
court.

'Those who know Moore are sru- 


prised at his actions, if the linemen's 
stories are'true. He Is considered a 
peaceable fellow, but has had some 
hard hick slricot hestrlke began.

short time after the strikers went out 
his child died, and his -wife was also 
very sick, although she has since re- 
covered. jBqth Smith and Owen, who 
filled the strikers' places, are salt! to 
he soher, reliable men, and have the 
confidence of their employers.
